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Gur  chosen  to  head  Labour  campaign

TEL.  AVIV.  —  Knesset  Member 
Mordechai  Gur  is  Labour's  cam- 
paign  manager.  This  was  decided 
yesterday  after  a  two-hour  consulta¬ 
tion  by  die  party  leaders. 

Gur  defeated  Alignment  Knesset 
faction  chief  Mcshc  Shahal. 

The  choice  of  Gur  was  made  at 
the  leadership  forum,  which  has 
grown  from  three  to  four  and  for  the 
first  time  yesterday  included  former 
president  Yitzhak  Navon.  He  joined 
party  secretary-general  Hahn  Bar- 
Lev.  . 

Peres  indicated  last  week  that  he 
preferred  Gur,  and  Gur  was  also 
Rabin's  dunce.  He  headed  Labour’s 
municipal  campaign  headquarters 


in  last  November's  local-election 
campaign.  Yesterday's  decision 
must  be  formally  approved  by  the 
pony's  political  bureau  on  Thurs¬ 
day. 

Lobbying  for  the  two  candidates 
was  intensive  in  the  past  few  days. 

Gur  said  he  will  get  to  work  right 
away  and  set  up  the  campaign  head¬ 
quarters.  His  first  task  will  be  to  find 
a  head  for  the  party's  information 
campaign.  He  will  choose  eitheT 
Shahal  or  Simha  Dinitz,  according 
to  party  sources. 

Gur  has  announced  that,  unlike 
in  1981,  the  party  this  time  will 
refrain  from  setting  up  a  shadow 
government.  He  does  not  know 
what  job  Navon  would  seek  in  a 
Labour  government.  Navon  has  not 
said  what  dot  he  will  seek  on  the 


Alignment  slate  of  Knesset  can¬ 
didates. 

Gur  also  said  that  he  wit!  seek  to 
establish  order  in  the  party  so  that 
there  are  no  more  unauthorized 
policy  statements,  such  as  the  one 
earlier  during  last  weekend  by  MK 
Adie!  Amorai  about  changing  the 
linkage  conditions  for  foreign- 
currer.cy-iinked  savings  plans.  Such 
statements,  Gur  said,  could  damage 
the  party. 

It  was  denied  in  Labour  yesterday 
that  Peres  had  reprimanded 
Amorai. 

MK  Gad  Ya'acobi.  who  is  men¬ 
tioned  as  Labour’s  choice  for 
finance  minister,  said  yesterday  that 
the  portfolio  had  not  been  promised

The  arrest  of  four  men 
suspected  of  being  members  of  a 
mystical-religious  Jewish  terror 
organization  that  attacked  a 
dozen  Arab  religious  and  private 
buildings  has  wrapped  up  the  so- 
called  Terror  Against  Terror 
case,  the  police  said  yesterday. 

But  police  sources  said  they 
believe  there  are  at  least  three 
more  separate  and  independent 
groups  in  the  country  responsi¬ 
ble  for  three  of  the  most  serious 
terror  attacks  against  non-Jews 
in  recent  years. 

Those  three  groups  are  responsi¬ 
ble  for  the  bombings  of  the  West 
Bank  mayors  in  1980,  the  arson  of 
the  Jerusalem  Baptist  Church  in 
1982,  and  the  shooting  attack  on  the 
Islamic  University  of  Hebron  in 
which  three  persons  were  killed  and 
dozens  wounded  last  summer. 

“The  investigations  are  under 
way  in  all  three  cases,"  a  senior 
police  source  said  yesterday.  But  he 
added  that  much  of  the  respon¬ 
sibility  for  the  investigations  into 
the  two  West  Bank  cases  falls  on  the 
General  Security  Services.  The 
Baptist  Church  inquiry  is  still  in  the 
hands  of  the  Jerusalem  detective 
force. 

According  to  police  sources,  the 
four  arrested  men  —  two  brothers,  a 
cousin  and  a  friend  from  the  Bn 
Kerem  area  —  were  on  the  verge  of 
yet  another  sabotage  attempt 
against  one  of  the  mosques  or 
churches  in  the  Jerusalem  area 
when  they  were  arrested  in  two 


separate  sweeps  during  the  last  two 
weeks.  The  men  are  not  affiliated  to 
any  known  religious  group  or  in¬ 
stitution. 

Furthermore,  police  sources  con¬ 
firmed  yesterday  that  the  four  had 
reconstructed  several  of  the  inci¬ 
dents,  ranging  from  the  boobytrap- 
ped  grenades  on  Mt.  Zion  on 
December  12  to  the  early- March 
grenade  attempt  that  nearly  killed  a 
nun  in  the  White  Russian  Orthodox 
convent  at  Gomey  in  Ein  Kerem. 

The  Post  has  also  learned  that  the 
telephone  caller  who  described 
himself  as  a  spokesman  for  "Terror 
Against  Terror,"  after  which  the  ar¬ 
rested  group  was  named  when  they 
began  operating  in  mid-December 
last  year,  was  arrested  and  briefly 
questioned  last  month.  The  police 
located  him  with  the  cooperation  of 
journalists  whom  he  had  called. 

According  to  police  sources,  the 
telephone  caller  "is  a  certified  men¬ 
tally  ill  person”  and  "absolutely  no 
connection  existed  —  except  in  his 
imagination  —  between  him  and 
any  of  the  three  groups”  arrested  in 
the  last  five  weeks  for  anti-Arab 
vigilant  ism  and  terror. 

The  four  arrested  men  are  Ami 
Deri,  26;  bis  brother  Zvi,  22;  their 
cousin  David  Deri,  23;  and  Uri  Ben- 
Ayun,  24.  All  except  Ami  Deri  have 
served  in  the  Israel  Defence  Forces, 
and  according  to  the  police  Zvi  Deri 
had  “an  indirect  and  con- 
operational*'  connection  to  the 
dozen  incidents  with  which  the  four 
will  be  charged. 

Speaking  to  reporters  yesterday,

Savidor  joins  Liberal  leadership  race

TEE  AVTV:  —  KiieSse*  Speaker 
Menahem  Savidor  yesterday  ex¬ 
plained  his  decision  to  enter  the 
race  for  the  Liberal  Party  leadership 
by  asking.  “What’s  the  matter,  am  I 
less  of  a  Liberal  than  the  rest  of 
them?”  . 

.  No  sooner  had  Savidor  returned 
last  night  from  a  visit  to  the 
Netherlands,  than  he  declared  his 
candidacy.  Already  in  the  ring  are 
Energy  and  Infrastructure  Minister 
Yitzhak  Moda'i,  who  forced  the 
contest  on  the  party,  and  Justice 
Minister  Moshe  Nissim,  who  is 
regarded  as  the  main  party  can¬ 
didate  against  Moda'L 


Savidor  further  explained  his 
move  by  saying  he  had  been  ap- 
njrr-icfnd  _“Wy  all  faction  he.id« 
three  months  ago  and  they  all  just 
begged  and  pleaded  with  me  to 
rehabilitate  the  party.  Well,  if  I  have 
a  mandate  to  rehabilitate  the 
Liberal  Party,  why  should  1  not  be 
the  leader?” 

Savidor  also  maintained  that  the 
pleading  faction  leaders  “All  said  I 
have  the  qualifications  to  cure  the 
party  of  what  ails  it.  I  am  not  at  war 
with  anybody  in  the  party  so  why 
shouldn't  I  seek  the  leadership?" 

It  is  not  known  how  much  of  a 
power  base  Savidor  has  in  the 
Liberal  central  committee  and  how 
much  support  he  can  count  on.  He 


could  turn  out  to  be  a  spoiler  for 
one  of  the  other  two,  however. 

Neither  is  h  certain  in  Liberal 
quarters  that  there  will  be  only 
three  candidates  when  the  party 
central  committee  meets  on  April 
25  to  choose  the  leader.  Although 
Nissim  is  seen  as  representing  all  the 
Liberal  ministers  who  oppose 
Moda'i's  bid  —  Gideon  Patt, 
Avrahara  Sharir.  and  Sarah  Doron 
—  it  is  not  excluded  by  insiders  of 
the  often  unruly  Libera!  Party  that 
one  of  Nissim's  own  sponsors 
might  yet  enter  the  fray  as  well. 
They  note  that  Pan,  who  is  abroad, 
might  decide  to  seek  the  leadership 
when  he  returns.

Ministry  report  backs 
some  charges  by  Hefetz 


Wide  differences  as  wage  talks  begin

TEL  AVIV.  —  The  H  triad  rut  and 
representatives  of  the  private 
employers  yesterday  began  formal 
negotiations  on  new  work  agree¬ 
ments,  in  particular  on  paying  a 
cost-of-living  increment.  The 
negotiations  are  to  continue  today. 

The  Histadrut  negotiating  team 
was  headed  by  Trade  Union 
Department  chairman  Yisrael  Kes- 
sar,  while  Uzi  Netanel  of  the 
Manufacturers'  Association  led  the 
representatives  of  the  Coordinating 
Bureau  of  Economic  Organizations 
(CBEO). 

Opening  the  talks,  Kessar  said 
that  the  first  objective  is  to  reach  an 
agreement  on  the -C-o-L  increment. 
He  said  that  the  economic  situation 
makes  it  imperative  that  an  agree¬ 
ment  be  reached  as  soon  as  possi¬ 


ble.  The  past  agreement  expired  at 
the  end  of  last  month. 

Kessar  said  that  it  is  no  secret  that 
the  two  sides  disagree  on  certain 
substantive  issues  during 
preliminary  talks.  The  Histadrut  is 
demanding  monthly  payment  of  the 
C-o-L  increment  at  a  rale  of  about 
90  per  cent  of  the  cost-of-living  in¬ 
dex.  He  emphasized  that  an  agree¬ 
ment  must  be  reached  within  the 
next  two  months  and  that  it  must 
guarantee  the  real  value  of  workers’ 
wages  for  the  entire  two  years  that  it 
is  in  force. 

•  Netanel  told  The  Jerusalem  Post 
before  yesterday's  meeting  that  the 
CBED  opposes  monthly  payment  of 
the  C-o-L  increment.  The  two  sides, 
he  said,  must  agree  on  a  flexible 
method  of  payment,  which  would 
enable  adjustments  to  be  made  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  prevailing  rate  of  in¬ 
flation. 


When  inflation  is  high,  the  increment 
must  be  paid  quickly,  Natanel  said. 
But  if  the  rate  of  inflation  drops, 
payment  should  be  made  less  quick¬ 
ly.  Netanel  also  said  that  the  two 
sides  have  yet  to  agree  on  the 
percentage  of  compensation  to  be 
paid. 

In  addition  to  monthly  payment 
of  the  C-o-L  increment,  the 
Histadrut  is  seeking  a  revision  of  tax 
brackets,  and  payment  of  grants  at 
the  same  time  as  the  increment  and 
with  reference  to  the  prevailing  fate 
of  inflation.

An  Interior  Ministry  report 
published  yesterday  bears  out  some 
of  the  charges  made  by  Nitzav- 
Mishne  Assaf  Hefetz  of  police  mis¬ 
handling  of  intelligence  about  a  plot 
to  bomb  mosques  and  churches  in 
the  Jerusalem  area. 

According  to  the  report, 
prepared  by  police  comptroller 
Shmuel  Eitan,  information  transfer¬ 
red  from  Tel  Aviv  about  a  potential 
suspect  in  the  case  failed  to  reach 
the  intelligence  depot  in  the 
Southern  District,  apparently 
because  of  the  negligence  of  a 
police  inspector  in  Jerusalem. 
Eitan  is  a  retired  nitzav  (commcndcrX 

Hefetz  was  suspended  from  his 
post  as  head  of  the  elite  Central 
Criminal  Investigations  Unit  in  Tel 
Aviv,  for  confirming  to  several 
reporters  that  there  was  an  early  in¬ 
telligence  report  pointing  to  Shimon 
Banda  as  a  potential  suspect  in  cases 
dealing  with  attacks  cm  non- Jewish 
institutions  in  the  Jerusalem  area. 

B  ut  Eitan 's  report  —  of  which  the 
section  dealing  with  the  police 
handling  of  Hefelz's  suspension  has 
been  deleted  since  the  matter  is  sub 
judice  before  the  High  Court  of 
Justice  —  refutes  allegations  that 


“an  order  from  above"  halted  the 
investigation  into  the  suspected 
Jewish  terrorist  group. 

According  to  Eitan,  the  "order 
from  above"  was  a  technicality,  in¬ 
volving  a  request  by  the  Tel  Aviv 
Police’s  intelligence  department  to 
the  Southern  District  intelligence 
department  to  defer  action  until 
both  departments  could  coordinate 
their  activities. 

Furthermore,  Eitan's  report  vin¬ 
dicates  the  special  investigating 
team  headed  by  Rav-Pakad  Amram 
Fahima,  Eitan  noted  that  Southern 
District  detectives  conducted  their 
investigations  solely  an  the  basis  of 
evidence  found  at  the  scene  of  the 
attempted  attack  on  the  Aksa  Mos¬ 
que.  And  Eitan  notes  that  the  mis¬ 
handling  of  the  intelligence  report 
concerning  Barda  “did  not  delay” 
the  arrests  of  the  Mei  Neftoah  (Lif- 
ta)  group  charged  with  the  sabotage 
attempt. 

Eitan  did,  however,  have  harsh 
words  for  the  management  of  paper 
flow  in  the  police,  noting  that  there 
were  “flaws  with  information  on  the 
administrative  level  —  its  passage, 
collection,  filing,  documentation 
and  follow  up.  But  qualitatively  and 
substantially  it  didn't  delay  the  in¬ 
vestigation." _

.notice.  They  arrived  in  Geneva 
totally  out  of  the  blue,  without 
background  papers,  and  managed

MOSCOW  (Reuter).  —  Soviet 
scientists  are  working  on  a  program¬ 
me  to  send  huge  mirrors  into  space 
to  reflect  sunlight  onto  dark  cities 
and  construction  sites  and  to  boost 
the  growth  of  crops,  Pravda  said 
yesterday. 

Giving  details  of  a  project  it  men¬ 
tioned  briefly  last  year,  die  paper 
said  an  experimental  sun  reflector 
could  be  in  orbit  within  the  next 
decade. 

Pravda  said  researchers  had 
already  sketched  plans  for  a  cost- 
effective  space  reflector  system, 
and  the  Soviet  Academy  of  Sciences 
and  "a  whole  series  of  ministries" 
believe  the  time  is  now  right  for 
development  of  orbiting  mirrors. 

The  idea  of  using  space-based 
mirrors  like  vast  spotlights  was  first 
proposed  by  German  scientist 
Herman  Obtet  in  1929  and  later 
developed  by  Herbert  Kraft  erf  the 
U.S.,  it  said. 

In  1982,  scientists  at  the  U.S. 


National  Aeronautics  and  Space 
Administration  (Nasa)  published  a 
study  for  a  similar  project,  which 
they  said  was  within  present 
technical  means,  but  no  formal 
American  programme  has  been 
launched. 

Pravda’s  article,  by  senior  space 
scientists  Z.  Alferov  and  V.  Kan  tor. 
said  the  mirrors  would  have  to  be 
“dozens  of  hectares"  in  area. 

Western  space  experts  say  an  or¬ 


biting  mirror  system  is  within  Soviet 
technical  capabilities,  but  would 
probably  not  become  a  reality  until 
the  country  develops  a  new  genera¬ 
tion  of  manned  space  stations  over 
the  next  few  years. 

Pravda  said  orbiting  reflectors 
could  prolong  daylight  in  big  cities, 
light  up  main  transport  routes  and 
construction  sites  and  illuminate 
areas  of  earthquakes  or  other 
natural  disasters,  it  said.

Art  curator  Sandberg 
dies  in  Holland  at  86

Willem  Sandberg,  former  direc¬ 
tor  of  Amsterdam's  Stedelijk 
Museum  and  a  long-time  adviser  to 
the  Israel  Museum,  died  on  Sunday 
in  Amsterdam,  a  museum 
spokesman  in  Jerusalem  announced 
yesterday.  Sandberg  was  86. 

Sandberg  was  known  as  a 
"righteous  Gentile”  for  his  role  in 
saving  Jews  during  the  Holocaust. 

He  turned  the  Stedelijk  Museum 
into  a  shrine  of  contemporary  art 
after  World  War  II.  Sandberg  was 
also  one  of  the  major  figures  in 
modem  typography.

District,  characterized  the  group  as 
“self-taught"  religious  Jews. 
Jerusalem  District  commander  Tat- 
Nitzav  Rahamim  Comfort,  whose 
detectives  Moshe  Ariel  and  Yuval 
Nahari  conducted  the  preliminary 
investigation  before  Southern 
District  detective  Shimon  Tal  took 
over  for  the  arrests,  said  that  the 
group  are  ‘‘fanatic  religious  Jews 
who  acted  against  those  who  dis¬ 
agreed  with  them.” 

Among  other  things,  they  are 
suspected  of  planting  grenades  at 
three  Christian  sites  on  Mt.  Zion, 
planting  four  grenades  in  the  village 
of  Husan  in  Judea  —  one  of  which 
was  uncovered  and  neutralized  only 
yesterday;  a  grenade  attack  on  a 
church  in  Azariya  near  Jerusalem  in 
which  a  nun  was  wounded:  a 
grenade  attempt  in  Beit  Safafa;  and 
the  attempted  murder  with  a 
grehade  of  a  nun  at  the  Gorney 
White  Russian  Orthodox  convent  in 
Ein  Kerem,  All  these  acts  occurred 
over  the  past  several  months. 

The  police  yesterday  emphasized 
that  there  was  "absolutely  no  con¬ 
nection”  between  the  group  ar¬ 
rested  for  the  grenade  attempts  and 
the  religious  group  arrested 
previously  in  the  Mei  Neftoah  (Lif- 
ta>  area  of  Jerusalem  for  their 
sabotage  attempt  on  the  Temple 
Mount's  Dome  of  the  Rock.

Five  East  Jerusalemites  denied

Israeli  and  Egyptian  border-control  officers 
came  under  attack  yesterday  for  alleged  discour¬ 
tesy  towards  Israeli  Arabs.  The  charge  was 
levelled  b>  the  Jerusalem  Labour  Council. 

According  to  council  spokesman  Haim 
Maman.  the  incident  occurred  10  days  ago.  when 
17  members  of  the  council's  Jcwish-Arab  Circle 
arrived  at  the  border-crossing  point  at  Rafah  on 
their  way  to  Cairo.  The  group  included  10  Jews 
and  seven  Arabs,  and  was  headed  by  Shiomo 
Shoshani.  director  of  the  Labour  Council's 
Department  for  East  Jerusalem. 

Several  weeks  before  the  group's  departure. 
Maman  tofd  The  Jerusalem  Post.  Shoshani  con¬ 
tacted  the  Egyptian  embassy  and  was  assured 
that  if  the  Arab  members  from  East  Jerusalem 
carry  Jordanian  passports  they  will  need  no  visas 


to  enter  Egypt. 

When  the  group  reached  Rafah,  one  of  the 
Arabs  was  told  by  the  Israeli  officer  that  he  could 
not  proceed  because  he  did  not  have  his  Israeli 
identity  card  with  him  —  despite  protestations 
from  Shoshani  that  their  travel  agent,  Histour, 
had  explained  to  them  that  an  ID  card  is  un¬ 
necessary'.  if  a  passport  is  shown. 

Shoshani  thereupon  offered  to  phone 
Jerusalem  and  arrange  for  the  man's  ID  card  to 
be  brought  to  a  Jerusalem  police  station.  But  this 
offer  was  rejected  and  the  man  was  turned  back.

Newsman  is  fined  18250,000 
for  attempt  at  extortion 


TEL  AVIV  (Itim).  —  Journalist 
Yigal  Laviv  was  yesterday  given  a 
nine  months'  suspended  sentence 
and  fined  IS 250,000  by  the  Tel  Aviv 
District  Court  for  attempted  extor¬ 
tion. 

*4  Laviv  was  convicted  of  threat  en¬ 
ding  Yoel  Yisraeli  in  the  course  of  a 
feud  between  the  two  over  the 
purchase  of  the  magazine,  Hadashot 
Hamishtara  (The  Police  News). 

Laviv  bought  the  magazine  from 
Yisraeli,  its  former  editor  in  1980. 
However,  most  of  the  cheques 
Laviv  gave  Yisraeli  as  payment  were 
without  cover.  Yisraeli  then  started 
another  crime  magazine  to  compete 
with  Laviv's.  When  the  two  -men 
met  in  May  1983,  Laviv  agreed  to 


cover  the  bad  cheques  on  condition 
that  Yisraeli  cease  publishing  his 
magazine  and  promise  not  to 
publish  another  crime  magazine  for 
20  years. 

Yisraeli  refused.  Laviv  then  told 
him  that  articles  in  Ha'arets  and 
Haolam  Hazeh  alleging  that  Yisraeli 
had  a  criminal  record  had  been 
leaked  by  Laviv,'  He  threatened 
Yisraeli  that  if  he  did  not  stop 
publishing,  he  would  spread  more 
such  stories.

8.39%  dearer 
in  real  terms

TEL  AVIV.  —  Holiday  meals  this 
Pessah  will  cost  8.39  per  cent  more 
in  real  terms  than  last,  year,  ac¬ 
cording  to  figures  released  yester¬ 
day  by  economists  at  the  Histtdrut's 
Consumer  Protection  Authority. 

Ju  sample  meals  for  a  family  of 
five  for  Seder  night  and  the  follow¬ 
ing  noon  would  cost  155,814  this 
year,  compared  with  IS  1,650  a  year 
.  ago.  This  is  a  rise  of  252.36  per  cent. 
The  cost-of-living  index,  on  the 
other  hand,  rose  only  225.7  per  cent 
in  that  period,  the  Authority 
spokesman  reported. 

The  Authority’s  survey  was  done 
in  one  of  the  chain  stores,  in  the 
same  branch  this  year  as  last.  The 
Pessah  grocery  basket  included 
meats,  dry  foodstuffs,  fruits, 
vegetables,  eggs,  soft  drinks,  hot 
beverages,  wines  and  sweets. 

Acre  man  gets  year  in 
jafl  for  molesting  tourist 

HAIFA  (Itim). —  An  Acre  man  was 
yesterday  sentenced  to  a  year  in 
prison,  plus  18  months  suspended 
for  three  years,  for  sexually  attack¬ 
ing  a  woman  tourist  from 
Switzerland  this  January.

Castel,  two  prisons  to  be  tourist  sites

The  National  Parks  Authority  has 
begun  work  on  three  sites  —  the 
two  former  British  prisons  in  Acre 
and  Jerusalem  and  remains  of  the 
mouniaintop  stronghold  of  Castel 
near  Jerusalem,  the  authority  an- 
i  nounced  yesterday. 

The  former  prisons  have  been 
maintained  by  the  Organization  of 
Former  Prisoners  of  Acre  and 
Jerusalem.  They  were  used  by  the 
British  before  May  1948  to  hold 
captured  members  of  Jewish  un¬ 
derground  movements. 

The  Acre  prison,  once  the 
fortress  of  the  Turkish  Jezzir  Pasha, 
became  a  mental  hospital  after  the 
War  of  Independence.  The  authority 
has  already  demolished  the  struc¬ 


tures'  added  during  that  period  and 
plans  to  restore  it  to  its  state  prior  to 
1948. 

Similar  work  was  recently  begun  in 
Jerusalem  at  the  former  prison  in 
the  Russian  Compound.  The 
Authority  plans  to  maintain  the 
Museum  of  Heroism  presently 
housed  there. 

CasLel  is  on  a  mountain  peak  six  I 
kilometres  west  of  Jerusalem,  where 
the  Palmah  fought  fierce  battles 
during  the  War  of  Independence.  It 
is  the  site  of  a  ruined  Roman 
fortress  and  a  Crusader  one.  The 
Authority  is  to  develop  the  site 
together  with  the  Jewish  National 
Fund.  There  is  to  be  a  lookout 
point,  a  self-guided  tour  of  the  bat¬ 
tle  areas,  a  picnic  ground  and  park¬ 
ing.

Refusednik  finishes 
forced  labour  term 

TEL  AVIV  (Itim).  —  Refusednik 
Vladimir  Kisiik  has  been  released 
from  a.  Soviet  labour  camp  and  is 
going  to  reapply  for  permission  to 
emigrate  to  Israel,  the  Public  Coun¬ 
cil  for  Soviet  Jewry  reported  yester¬ 
day. 

Kisiik,  a  mathematician  and 
physicist,  was  released  on  March  22 
after  serving  a  three-year  sentence 
for  “malicious  hooliganism."  He 
was  setenced  for  assaulting  a 
woman  on  a  Kiev  street. 

Kisiik  first  applied  to  leave  for 
Israel  in  1973.  His  request  was  re¬ 
jected  on  the  pretext  that,  as  a 
graduate  of  the  Kiev  Institute  of 
Nuclear  Research,  he  was  privy  to 
official  secrets.  In  February  1975  he 
was  told  he  would  not  be  permitted 
to  emigrate  for  the  next  five  years. 
His  only  son  is  already  in  Israel. 

Meanwhile,  another  refusednik. 
Dr.  Aharon  Raskin,  died  in  the 
Soviet  city  of  Elektrostal  on  Satur¬ 
day.  Raskin,  a  teacher  and  critic  of 
German  and  Yiddish  literature,  is 
survived  by  his  wife  and  two 
daughters,  who  were  permitted  to 
move  to  Israel  in  1977. 

Raskin  and  his  wife  applied  for 
permission  to  emigrate  to  Israel  in 
1977,  but  were  turned  down  on  the 
grounds  that  their  city  was 
“closed."

Syrian  MP  buried  near  Majdal  Shams

MAJDAL  SHAMS.  —  General 
Nureddin  Kanj  Abu  Saleh,  a 
member  of  the  Syrian  parliament, 
was  buried  yesterday  on  the  Syrian 
side  of  the  Golan  Heights,  not  far 
from  his  native  Majdal  Shams.  The 
burial  followed  Israel's  refusal  to 
permit  his  family  to  bury  him  in 
Israeli  territory. 

The  Syrian  authorities  turned  the 
funeral  ceremony  into  a  demonstra¬ 
tion  against  Israel.  Five  hundred 
Syrian  dignitaries,  including  former 
chief  of  staff  Abdul  Karim  Zaher  e- 
Din,  promised  to  “redeem  the 
Golan  with  lour]  blood"  soon. 

The  Syrians  spoke  through 
loudspeakers,  but  it  was  difficult  to 
follow  them  due  to  bad  weather. 

Abu  Saleh  was  killed  in  a  traffic 
accident  on  Saturday.  He  was  the 
militarv  commander  of  the  northern 


district  of  Syria  in  the  1970s.  Five 
years  ago  he  retired  and  was  elected 
a  member  of  parliament.  He  was  55 
when  he  died.

Astronauts  given  ‘chance’ 
to  snare  Solar  Max 


MOSCOW  (AP).  —  Soviet  leader 
Konstantin  Chernenko  has  painted 
a  glum  picture  of  U.S.-Soviet  rela¬ 
tions  and  prospects  for  arras-control 
agreements  that  appears  to  scotch 
any  U.S.  hopes  of  a  superpower  rap¬ 
prochement  in  election  year. 

In  answers  published  in  yester¬ 
day’s  edition  of  the  Communist 
party  newspaper  Provda.  Chernenko 
said  recent  “contacts”  with  the 
Americans  gave  no  indication  the 
two  countries  can  undo  their 
deadlock  on  arms  control. 

Despite  recent  peaceful  over¬ 
tures,  Washington  has  not  changed 
its  policy  at  all  and  still  seeks 
military  superiority  over  the  Soviet 
Union,  Chernenko  said. 

A  Western  diplomat,  com¬ 
menting  on  Chernenko’s  state¬ 
ments,  said  he  saw  diem  as  an  at¬ 
tempt  to  defend  the  Soviet  Union 
primarily  to  the  American  public. 

“I  think  it  was  very  defensive,  in 
the  sense  that  they  are  sensitive  to 
President  (Ronald)  Reagan's  argu¬ 
ment  that  the  Soviets  are  the  ones 
who  are  refusing  to  talk,”  said  the 
diplomat,  who  spoke  on  the  condi¬ 
tion  that  he  not  be  further  iden¬ 
tified. 

“I  see  this  as  an  attempt  to  deal 
with  that  by  emphasizing  the  old 
‘words  versus  deeds’  message,”  he 
said.  “They  are  also  emphasizing 
those  elements  of  arms  control  that 
the  president  may  be  most 
vulnerable  on  in  terms  of  U.S. 
public  reception,  like  nuclear 
testing,  banning  weapons  from 
space  and  chemical  weapons. 

“There  are  those  in  the  United 


States  who  think  the  administra¬ 
tion’s  position  in  these  areas  is  not 
good,  and  so  this  (Chernenko's 
statement)  is  directed  toward 
American  audiences.” 

Asked  whether  he  accepted  a 
statement  by  Chernenko  that  the 
Soviet  Union's  positions  are  un¬ 
related  to  the  U.S.  presidential  cam¬ 
paign,  the  diplomat  said:  “I  think  it 
is  no  accident  he  said  that.  They  are 
concerned  that  they  might  be 
criticized  as  playing  election 
politics.” 

“They  are  in  a  mood  now  when 
they  are  not  going  to  give  any  hint 
of  willingness  to  do  business  on 
these  issues  with  the  ad¬ 
ministration,"  he  said. 

In  Washington  White  House 
spokesman  Larry  Speakes  said 
yesterday  the  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  was  “disappointed  with  the 
tone”  of  Chernenko’s  comments. 
But  Speakes  said  President  Ronald 
Reagan  “hopes  for  a  climate  in 
which  we  can  solve  problems  across 
the  spectrum  of  U.S.-Soviet 
relations." 

The  Central  Committee  of  the 
Soviet  Communist  party  is  expected 
to  meet  today  for  a  plenary  session 
that  could  indicate  the  extent  of 
Chernenko's  power  base.  Western 
diplomats  said  yesterday. 

They  said  the  party  plenum  would 
last  one  day  and  was  officially  to 
prepare  the  ground  for  the  in¬ 
augural  session  of  a  new  Soviet 
parliament  (Supreme  Soviet),  due  to 
start  tomorrow  and  expected  to  last 
for  two  days.  (AP,  Reuter) 


CAPE  CANAVERAL  (AP).  —  The 
space  shuttle  Challenger’s 
astronauts  will  try  again  today  to 
snare  the  crippled  Solar  Max  satel¬ 
lite  with  the  shuttle’s  bionic  arms, 
and  a  flight  director  said  yesterday 
they  have  a  “chance  “  to  carry  out 
the  first  satellite  repair  mission  in 
space. 

The  satellite  eluded  them  Sunday 
when  free-flying  spaceman  George 
Nelson  was  unable  to  hook  on  to  it 
dbspite  repeated  attempts. - 

“We  are  in  good  diape  and  an¬ 
ticipate  a  good  shot  at  it  tomor¬ 
row,"  flight  director  Jay  Greene 
told  reporters.  He  said  the  effort 
was  given  new  life  by  a  dramatic 
series  of  radio  commands  from 
earth  that  stopped  Solar  Max’s  wild 
gyrations,  stabilizing  it  for  a  safe  ap¬ 
proach. 

Greene  raised  the  possibility  of 


bringing  satellite  back  to  earth  for 
repair;  instead  of  fixing  it  in  space. 
He -said  the  decision,  will  depend  on 
how  much  maneuvring  Riel  Chal-’ 
longer  has  remaining  after  today’s 
effort. 

The  satellite,  formally  known  as 
the  Solar  Maximum  satellite,  »  a 
sophisticated  solar  observatory  that 
was  launched  in  1980  to  study  sun¬ 
spots  and  other  phenomena.  Within 
a  year  after  it  reached  orbit,  a  con¬ 
trol  system  and  electronics  box 
failed,  greatly  reducing  its  value  to 
science. 

Commander  Robert  Crippen  and 
his  crew  had  hoped  to  try  again  to 
rendezvous  with  the  satellite  yester¬ 
day,  but  die  radio  commands  suc¬ 
ceeded,  in  steadying  Solar  Max  so 
well  that  engineers  had  to  start  it 
spinning  slowly  again  to  enhance 
the  chance  of  grabbing  it.

More  Pershings  deployed 


FRANKFURT  (AP).  —  The  U.S. 
Array  has  deployed  a  second  bat¬ 
tery  of  Pershing  2  nuclear  missiles  in 
the  German  Federal  Republic,  rais¬ 
ing  to  1 8  the  number  ready  for  com¬ 
bat  a  well-informed  source  said 
yesterday. 

The  weapons  became  operational 
as  millions  of  Europeans  began 
preparing  for  traditional  Easter 
peace  marches  and  anti-missile  ral¬ 
lies. 

The  source  said  nine  medium- 
range  missiles  became  “fire  ready” 
in  recent  days  at  the  U.S.  Army 
base  at  Mutlangen  in  southern  Ger¬ 
many.  Mutiangen  is  one  of  three 
sites  where  108  of  the  weapons  are 
to  be  deployed  over  the  next  three 
years. 

U.S.  Army  and  Federal  German 
government  officials  refused  to  con¬ 
firm  or  deny  the  reports.

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NEW  DELHI.  -  One  person  was 
killed  and  three  were  wounded  ear¬ 
ly  yesterday  in  Sikh  terrorist  bomb 
attacks  on  two  Hindu  shrines  in 
northern  India. 

A  Hindu  priest  was  shot  and 
wounded  by  two  terrorists  near 
Batala  in  violence-torn  Punjab 
state,  the  police  said.  The  assailants 
escaped. 

Sikh  extremists  tossed  a  home¬ 
made  bomb  into  a  Hindu  temple  in 
Bhatinda,  250  kilometres  northwest 
of  Che  Indian  capital.  One  National 
Guard  trooper  was  killed  arid  a 
watchman  wounded,  the  Associated 
Press  was  told  by  telephone. 

The  attack  triggered  angry  Hindu 
protests  in  the  remote  town.  A  mob 
burned  a  cloth  store,  the  United 
News  of  India  reported. 

Meanwhile,  a  policeman  and  a 
national  guard  trooper  were 
wounded  in  another  bomb  blast  at  a 
Hindu  temple  outside  Chandigarh, 
the  joint  capital  of  Punjab  and 
Haryana  states,  police  reported. 

A  New  Delhi  newspaper  reported 
yesterday  that  suspected  Sikh  ex¬ 
tremists  tried  to  break  into  Prime 
Minister  Indira  Gandhi’s  residence 
late  last  month  to  kidnap  a  member 
of  the  family  but  fled  when  they 
were  spotted  by  a  security  guard.

Hart  needs  win  in 
Pennsylvania  vote 

PHILADELPHIA  (Reuter).— 
Gary  Hart  badly  needs  to  win  the 
Pennsylvania  state  primary  today  as 
polls  show  Walter  Moadafe,  his 
rival  Tor  the  Democratic  Party's 
presidential  nomination,  edging 
ahead. 

The  Colorado  senator  needs  the 
victory  to  revive  his  faltering  cam- 
paign  after  losing  to  the  former 
vice-president  in  last  weekVNew 
York  primary  and  Saturday’s 
Wisconsin  caucuses. 

Hart  says  that  regardless  of  how 
he  fares  today  he  will  carry  on  until 
the  nominating  convention  in  July 
in  San  Francisco. 

He  believes  he  will  do  better  after 
Pennsylvania,  the  half-way  mark  in 
the  presidential  primary  season,  as 
the  campaign  turns  to  western  states 
where  Hart  is  stronger  than  Mon¬ 
dale  and  uncommitted  convention 
delegates  search  for  a  candidate 
strong  enough  to  beat  President 
Ronald  Reagan  in  the  November 
election. 

At  stake  in  Pennsylvania  are  172 
delegates  to  the  convention,  the 
third  highest  number  from  any 
state.

JEDDA  (Reuter).— A  committee 
of  the  Islamic  Conference 
Organization  will  meet  in  the 
Moroccan  city  of  Fez  next  week  to 
discuss  what  ICO  officials  describe 
as  “critical  circumstances”  facing 
the  holy  city  of  Jerusalem.

THE  HAGUE.  —  Nicaragua 
yesterday  submitted  a  case  to  the 
International  Court  of  Justice 
against  the  U.S.  and  asked  the  court 
to  order  an  end  to  U.S.  support  of 
forces  trying  to  overthrow  the 
Nicaraguan  government. 

The  Nicaraguan  ambassador  to 
the  Netherlands  said  the  world 
court  has  been  asked  to  declare  il¬ 
legal  all  U.S. -sponsored  “covert  ac¬ 
tivities”  against  his  country  and  to 
order  an  end  to  U.S.  support  of 
right-wing  rebels  in  Nicaragua. 

In  a  reference  to  alleged  U.S. 
mining  of  Nicaraguan  harbours. 
Ambassador  Carlos  Arguello 
Gomez  said:  “Our  legal  advisers  say 
we  have  ample  proof  that  mines 
were  laid  in  Nicaraguan  peats  with 
U.S.  involvement.” 

In  its  case,  Nicaragua  asserts  that 
the  U.S.  government  is  training, 
supplying  and  directing  military  and 
paramilitary  actions  against  the' 
people  and  government  of 
Nicaragua  and  charges  that  the 
covert  attacks  are  part  of  a  policy  to 
overthrow  or  destabilize  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

The  U.S.  said  Sunday  it  would  not 
recognize  world  court  rulings  on 


Central  American  disputes  for  the 
next  two  years. 

The  State  Department  said  the 
U.S.  suspected  Nicaragua  might 
stage  “propaganda  spectaculars," 
suggesting  Washington  felt  the 
Managua  government  might  take  its 
case  to  court. 

U.S.  newspapers  have  reported 
that  tiie  UJ5.  Central  Intelligence 
Agency  (CIA)  was  directly  involved 
in  mining  Nicaraguan  harbours  to 
disrupt  trade. 

The  U.S.  announcement  that  & 
would  not  accept  the  world  court’s 
jurisdiction  came  a  day  after  U.S. 
congressional.sources  disclosed  that 
the  CIA  has  become  directly  In¬ 
volved  in  military  action  by  super¬ 
vising  the  mining  of  Nicaraguan 
harbours  from  a  ship  19  kilometres 
off  the  Nicaraguan  coast 

The  mines,  which  have  damaged 
at  least  seven  ships  in  recent  weeks, 
were  laid  by  Latin  American  com¬ 
mandos  operating  in  speedboats 
launched  from  a  spy  diq>  manned 
by  CIA  operatives,  according  to  the 
sources,  who  asked  not  be  iden¬ 
tified.  The  White  House  declined 
comment.  (Reuter,.  AP) 


China  rejects  Vietnam’s  bid 
for  talks  to  ease  tensions 


PEKING  (AP).  -—  China  rejected 
Vietnam’s  offer  for  talks  to  ease 
border  tensions  yesterday,  and  Viet¬ 
nam  accused  its  giant  neighbour  of 
hurling  “a  number  of  infantry  bat¬ 
talions”  across  tile  frontier  in  an  in- 
vasion  repulsed  'BylocaTihilifias. 

The  Chinese  T^oreign  Ministry: 
said  nothing  about  the  Vietnamese 
allegations  about  an  invasion  Fri¬ 
day.  Those  allegations  have  not 
been  confirmed  independently. 

“The  Vietnamese  authorities  are 
still  stubbornly  clinging  to  then- 
position  of  aggression  in  Kam¬ 
puchea,”  it  said.  “At  the  same  time, 
they  are  stepping  up  their  armed 


provocations  along  the  Sino- 
Vietnamese  border.  Their  posture 
of  so-called  willingness  to  discuss 
the  question  of  reducing  tensions  is 
obviously  hypocritical  and  wrought 
with' ulterior  motive."  _ _ 1”.

Soviet  say  U.S.  violated  Olympic  charter 


MOSCOW.  —  A  new  threat 
emerged  yesterday  to  the  Los 
Angeles  Olympic  Games  when  the 
Soviet  national  Olympic  body  called 
for  an  emergency  meeting  of  the 
International  Olympic  Committee. 
(IOC)  to  discuss  alleged  violations 
of  the  Olympic  charter  by  the  U.S. 

The  Soviet  committee  contended 
there  is  a  “board  campaign  against 
the  participation  of  the  Soviet 
Union”  in  the  summer  games. 

But  a  spokesman  for  the  IOC  in 
Lausanne,  Switzerland  refused  to 
comment  on  the  Soviet  request  for 
an  emergency  meeting.  The 
spokesman  said  tbe  IOC  had  yet  to 
receive  a  formal  request  for  the 
meeting  and  could  not  comment 
before  it  did. 

The  Soviet  Committee  statement 
focused  on  complaints  that  have 
been  aired  in  the  press  here  over  re¬ 
cent  weeks  of  an  alleged  anti-Soviet 
campaign  in  the  U.S.  It  said  that 
despite  a  written  guarantee  from 
President  Ronald  Reagan,  “the 
U.S.  administration  is  trying  to  use 
the  Olympics  ahead  of  the  presiden- 
tial  elections  for  its  own 
blasphemous  political  ends.”  For 
the  first  time  in  the  Soviet  news 
media,  the  statement  mentioned 
that  Moscow's  choice  of  an  Olym¬ 
pic  attache  bad  been  reftised  a  visa 
by  the  State  Department 

U.S.  officials  had  earlier  said  that 


the  man,  Oleg  Yermishkin,  was 
denied  a  visa  because  of  possible 
finks  with  the  KGB. 

Now  the  Russians  contend  that 
the  U.S.  Embassy  here  was 
demanding  a  list  of  all  participating 
athletes  and  officials  for  their  visas 
and  reserved  the  right  to  turn  down 
those  it  considered  undesirable.  Ac¬ 
cording  to  article  59  of  the  Olympic. 
Charter,  the  Soviets  noted,  an 
athlete  needs  only  an  Olympic  iden¬ 
tity  card  to  enter  the  host  country. 

Tbe  Soviet  committee  also  main¬ 
tained:  “Open  threats  of  physical  vic¬ 
timization  and  provocative  actions 
are  being  made  to  sportsmen  and 
officials  of  the  USSR  and  other 
Socialist  countries.  Slanderous  al? 
legations  are  being  made  that  the 
participation  of  a  Soviet  delegation 
in  the  Olympic  games  would 
presumbably  threaten  U.S. 
security.” 

In  Panmunjom,  Korea,  North 


Korean  delegates  walked  out  of  a 
meeting  with  Sooth  Korea  yester¬ 
day,  complaining  that  the  South  had 
introduced  "slanderous”  political 
charges  at  a  session  intended  to  dis¬ 
cuss  a  joint  Olympic  team.  After 
stalking  out,  the  chief  North  Korean 
delegate  demanded  that  South 
Korea  retract  charges  against  North 
Korea  over  a  bombing  attack  on 
South  Koreans  in  Burma  last  Oc¬ 
tober,  and  an  alleged  1978  kidnapp¬ 
ing  Of  two  south  Korean  film 
celebrities  from  Hong  Kong.  North 
Korea  has  said  it  had  nothing  to  do 
with  either  case. 

The  two  enemy  countries  were 
meeting  at  the  truce  site  in  the 
demilitarized  zone  to  discuss  form¬ 
ing  a  unified  athletic  team  for  the 
Olympics  and  other  international 
sporting  events.  It  was  the  first  fact- 
to-facc  negotiation  between  the  two 
rivals  in  nearly  four  years.  (Reuter, 
AP)

By  far  the  most  restrictive  is  the 
Official  Secrets  Act.  framed  in  1911 
and  amended  in  i920.  Its  section  2 
makes  it  a  crime  for  anyone  to 
divulge  oi;ic:aI  information  to  a 
person  unauthorized  to  receive  it. 

That  was  the  cotemmeni's  basis 
for  prosecuting  Sarah  TisdaU,  23,  a 
junior  clerk  in  the  Foreign  Office, 
for  leaking  a  memo  to  The 
Guardian  newspaper  Iasi  October. 


The  memo  was  from  Defence

Critics  say  this  clause  is  so  widely 
drawn  as  to  allow  a  bureaucrat  to 
keep  virtually  anything  secret  for  as 
long  as  he  likes.

When  the  1984  Committee  for 
Freedom  of  Information  was 
formed  in  January,  Mrs.  Thatcher 
wrote  to  its  founder  that  she 
thought  such  a  bill  would  just  be 
another  wasteful  addition  to 
govern  men  L  “We  already  have  a 
clear  policy  to  make  more  informa¬ 
tion  available  and  the  necessary 
machinery  to  do  so,"  her  letter  said.

There  are  none  of  the  tight  jeans 


or  latest  ski  fashions  of  the  Alps. 
“Sisters  must  adhere  strictly  to 
Islamic  dress,"  says  a  blue-painted 
slogan  on  the  restaurant’s  white 
stone  wall. 

The  few  Moslem  fundamentalist 
women  who  ski  wear  Mack  veils  or 
headscarves  and  layers  of  baggy 
clothes,  usually  topped  by  some 
form  of  raincoat. 

The  shape  of  the  female  form 
must  not  show,  and  the  guards 
regularly  chide  women,  including 
the  wives  of  foreign  diplomats, 
whose  upper  garments  do  not 
stretch  down  to  the  knees. 

THE  MEN’S  favourite  pastime  is  to 
lounge  in  deck-chairs  turned 
towards  the  female  slopes  and  ad¬ 
mire  how  well  .  some  non- 
fundamentalist  Iranian  women  get 


around  the  restrictions’. 

There  are  silk  headscarves, 
some  with  gold  braid,  others  with 
sequins;  chic  headbands;  and 
striped  woollen  stockings  peeking 
out  beneath  sheepskin  coats. 

Beautiful  teenage  girls,  apparent¬ 
ly  from  Teheran’s  old  upper  or  mid¬ 
dle  classes,  smile  tantalizingly 
beneath  their  scarves,  wave  to 
foreign  men,  and  shout  an  accented, 
“Hello,  how  are  you?” 

A  group  of  Iranians  talked  to  on  a 
recent  visit  told  me  that  the 
previous  day,  a  “Pasdar”  had  drawn 
his  pistol  and  waved  it  at  a  man  who 
strayed  onto  the  female  slopes. 
There  are  signs  in  Farsi  denoting 
the  female  pistes,  but  it  is  easy  for 
the  first-time  foreigner  to  end  up 
among  the  .women  before  realizing 
his  error. 

To  keep  even  male  ski  instructors 
away,  a  dozen  Iranian  women  have 
been  trained  as  instructors  for  the 
female  slopes.  (Reuter)

EVERY  EIGHT  minutes  on  prime¬ 
time  American  television  there  is  a 
physical  assault,  every  20  minutes 
an  attempted  murder,  and  every 
:wo-and-a-half  hours  an  actual 
murder. 

Or.  the  Saturday  morning  cartoon 
programmes,  watched  mainly  by 
children,  there  is  one  assault  every 
four  minutes  and  one  attempted 
murder  every  six  minutes.  In  all,  this 
adds  up  to  25  acts  of  violence  every 
hour. 

These  statistics,  an  international 
television  watch-dog  group  says,  are 
being  reflected  in,  2nd  stimulating, 
real-life  violence,  which  is  being  ex¬ 
ported  through  sales  of  American 
TV  shows  abroad. 

“We're  murdering  people  300  per 
cent  more  often  per  capita  than  our 
parents*  generation,”  said  Thomas 
Radecki,  an  Illinois  psychiatrist 
who  heads  the  U.S.  chapter  of  the 
International  Coalition  Against 
Television  Violence  (ICAVE). 
“We’re  raping  500  per  cent  more 
often,  and  assaulting  600  per  cent 
more  often.” 

The  major  increase  in  crime. 
Radecki  told  Reuters,  is  not  just  in 
the  U.S.  'This  is  the  first  time  in 
world  history  that  we  have  a 
worldwide  epidemic  of-  violence. 
There  has  to  be  some  worldwide  in¬ 
fective  agent,  and  at  least  one  of  the 
causes  is  entertainment  violence." 

ICAVE  has  released  a  22-year 
study  it  says  establishes  a  cause- 
and-effcct  relationship  between  TV 
violence  of  the  1960s  and  criminal 
convictions  in  the  ’70s  and  '80s. 

ICAVE  estimates,  according  to 
studies  in  other  nations,  that  TV  and 
cinema  violence  is  the  cause  of  at 
least  25-50  per  cent  of  violence 
worldwide. 

BESIDES  criticizing  current 
American  network  TV  shows  such 
as  The  .4-Team  and  Fall  Guy  for  ex¬ 
cessive  violence,  Radecki’s  group 
has  also  targeted  the  cable  TV  rock 
video  channel,  MTV,  which  reaches 
an  estimated  20  mfliion  U.S.  homes 
and  expects  soon  to  have  its 
programmes  broadcast  abroad. 

“Lyrics  in  rock  music  over  the 
past  20  years  have  become  more 
than  twice  as  violent,”  said

Idol  said  the  naked  woman  in 
chains  in  the  video  symbolizes  a 
Russian  figure  of  liberty  called 
Oktobriana.  “What  I'm  saying  is 
liberty  is  constrained  and  in  bon¬ 
dage.  I'm  saying  things  against  peo¬ 
ple  who  keep  women  in  bondage.” 

Radecki  and  ICAVE  retort  that 
the  initial  message  conveyed  by 
Dancing  vdth  Myself  and  more  than  a 
third  of  other  rock  videos  is  sexual 
violence.  They  urge  governments 
not  to  censor,  but  to  require 
counter-advertising,  similar  to  mes¬ 
sages  on  cigarette  packages,  warn¬ 
ing  viewers  that  violent  movies  and 
television  are  damaging  to  health. 

THE  AMERICAN  Medical  As¬ 
sociation  has  warned  repeatedly 
against  TV  violence  and  the  U.S. 
surgeon  general,  Emmett  Koop, 
said  of  the  effect  on  violent  rock 
videos  on  the  viewer. 


“It  changes  his  attitude  toward 
women.  It  changes  bis  attitude 
toward  assault  and  violence.  It 
changes  his  attitude  toward  race, 
and  it  makes  him  more  aggressive, 
more  hostile  in  ordinary  inter- 
human  relationships.” 

Dr.  Rowell  Huesmann,  one  of  the 
researchers  jwhpse  22-year  study 
was  released  at  a" 'recent  Toronto 
conference  on  TV  violence; -^aid 
their  findings  are  the  first  to  docu¬ 
ment  the  long-term  effects  of 
watching  TV  violence. 

Their  study  showed  a  correlation 
between  children  in  a  New  York 
State  county  who  as  eight-year-olds 
preferred  violent  TV  programming 
such  as  Gunsmoke,  a  popular  export 
worldwide,  and  77  Sunset  Strip ,  and 
adults  convicted  for  homicide,  sex¬ 
ual  offences  and  burglary. 

“As  children  you  build  aggressive 
habits  that  as  adults  make  you  more 
prone  to  criminal  acts,”  said 
Huesmann. 

Radecki  fears  that  too  much 
damage  may  already  have  been 
done. 

“The  early  Greeks  would  not  al¬ 
low  violence  to  occur  on  stage 
because  they  were  afraid  the  viewer 
would  be  brutalized.  Tbey  didn't 
have  scientific  studies,  but  they  had 
common  sense."  (Ratter)

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Firms  inflate  profits  before  going  public  only  "y  aj-taW

TEL  AVIV.  —  Most  of  the  com¬ 
panies  that  went  public  during  the 
stock  market  boom  of  1982/83 
registered  a  severe  drop  in  profits  in 
the  period  immediately  following 
the  new  issue. 

This  is  the  central  Ending  of  a 
study  just  published  by  the 
Euroteam  financial  consultancy 
firm.  The  profit  figures  of  90  out  of 
108  companies  that  issued  shares  to 
the  public  for  the  fij-st  time  in  the 
period  January  1982-May  1983  were 
examined  and  some  surprising 
results  emerged. 

No  less  than  77  per  cent  of  the 
new  companies  reported  a  drop  in 
inflation-adjusted  profits  for  the 
post-offering  period,  compared  with 


their  results  preceding  the  share  is¬ 
sue.  Overall,  the  total  profits  of 
these  companies  fell  64  per  cent. 

The  equivalent  figures  for  “old*’ 
companies  (those  already  trading 
on  the  stock  exchange  in  January 
19821  were  entirely  different.  A  full 
56  per  cent  of  the  companies 
showed  a  rise  in  real  profits. 

Total  profits  of  all  the  “old"  com¬ 
panies  grew  by  34  per  cent. 

in  an  attempt  to  explain  pan  of 
this  disparity,  the  figures  for  the 
“old”  companies  were  adjusted  by 
excluding  all  financial  companies 
(banks,  insurance  companies  etc.) 
The  rationale  for  this  step  was  that 
the  financial  sector  had  benefited 
greatly  —  in  the  period  under  study 
—  from  the  introduction  of  the  new 
Law  of  Taxation  under  Inflationary 


Dollar  rate  for  imports  about  IS400

The  real  price  of  imports  has  in¬ 
creased  by  an  average  of  60  per  cent 
since  June  1,  1983,  according  to  the 
Federation  of  Israel  Chambers  of 
Commerce.  The  real  price  includes 
import  duties  and  the  compulsory 
deposit,  but  it  does  not  include 
VAT. 

The  chamber's  economists 
point  out  that  since  June  i.  1983, 
the  average  price  of  imports  had  in¬ 
creased  by  350  per  cent.  During  this 
time  the  shekel  had  been  devalued 
by  259  per  cent  and  the  index  had 
risen  by  185  per  cent. 

Today,  although  the  official  ex¬ 
change  rate  for  the  dollar  was 
around  IS  160.  the  dollar  rate  for  an 
imported  item  was  about  2.5  times 
as  much,  or  about  IS  400. 


Some  effective  rates  for  the  “im¬ 
part  dollar:”  washing  machines, 
IS 393;  cosmetics,  IS  361;  cars (1,300 
jc  to  1,800  cc)  IS503;  car  with  an 
engine  of  1.800  cc)-2,000  cc,  IS644; 
100  gram  chocolate  bar,  IS274; 
average-size  refrigerator,  IS427;  TV 
set,  IS495;  clothing,  IS32S;  a  tin  of 
beer,  IS277. 

(All  these  rates,  as  noted,  include 
import  taxes  and  the  compulsory 
deposit,  but  not  VAT.) 

The  chamber  noted  that  these 
prices  provided  a  hothouse  at¬ 
mosphere  of  protection  for  Israeli 
industries.

Conditions.  The  statistics  were  thus 
rerun  to  include  only  non-financial 
companies.  But  here  again  the 
results  of  the  “new”  companies 
were  found  to  diverge  sharply  from 
those  of  the  “old."  Overall  profits  of 
86  new  companies  dropped  66  per 
cent  in  real  terms,  while  those  of 
1 10  old  companies  remained  stable. 

These  results  lead  the  researchers 
to  conclude  that  most  of  the  com¬ 
panies  planning  new  issues  sought 
to  window-dress  their  profit-and- 
loss  statements  for  the  period  im¬ 
mediately  prior  to  their  new  issue. 
The  inevitable  result  was  that  the 
subsequent  period  showed  a 
relatively  worse  performance. 

This  conclusion  is,  of  course,  un- 
provablc  with  respect  to  any  one 
company,  and  only  emerges  from 
the  comparative  group  data  cited. 

Bakeries  charged  with 
ganging  up  on  Super  sol 

TEL  AVIV  (Itim).  —  Six  bakeries 
have  been  accused  of  entering  into 
an  unapproved  cartel  arrangement 
and  engaging  in  other  illicit  prac¬ 
tices  againsf  the  Superso!  chain. 
Charges  against  the  Vadash,  Ahdut. 
Alumot,  Ein  Bar  (Kibbutz  Einat), 
Avruch  (Rishon  Lezion)  and  Eilat 
(Jaffa)  bakeries  were  heard  Sunday 
by  Tel  Aviv  Magistrates  Court 
Judge  Avigdor  Salton. 

The  companies  allegedly  banded 
together  during  July  and  August  of 
last  year  to  fix  discounts  and-jcredit 
rates.  According  to  the  charges,  the 
bakeries  also  threatened  to  stop 
supplying  the  chain  if  it  did  not 
agree  uTtheir  terms.  The  case  was 
adjourned  till  June. 


Koor  dollarizes  its 
method  of  accounting 


Your  money  &  your  questions

TEL  AVIV.  —  Koor  Industries  is 
“dollarizing"  its  accounting 
methods,  since  “this  is  the  only 
method  that  makes  sense  with  infla¬ 
tion  running  at  more  than  '400  per 
cent  a  year."  This  was  stated  yester¬ 
day  by  Yeshayahu  Gaviah,  general 
manager  of  the  huge  industrial  com¬ 
plex,  whose  sales  this  year  are  es¬ 
timated  to  be  S2  billion.  He  added 
that  working  in  shekels  ‘  which 
changed  their  real  value  every  day, 
did  not  allow  the  company  to  get 
any  firm  idea  of  prices,  credits, 
wages  or  profits. 

He  denied,  however,  that 
calculating  in  dollars  had  anything 
to  do  with  the  “dollarization” 
programme  of  former  Finance 
Minister  Yoram  Aridor.  “As  a  mat¬ 
ter  of  fact,  if  Aridor  had  not  let  in¬ 
flation  get  out  of  hand,  we  would 
still  be  calculating  in  shekels,” 
Gavish  said.  At  present,  the  final 
financial  statements  are  still  drawn 
up  in  shekels  (translated  from  dol¬ 
lars),  since  this  was  demanded  by 
the  authorities.  __ 

Gavish  said  that  drawing  up  the 
1984  work  programme  was  harder 
this  year  than  ever  before.  Despite 
the  current  era  of  uncertainty,  Koor 
was  going  ahead  with  its  plans  “as 
independently  as  possible  of  the 
economic  turmoil  in  the  country,” 
he  added. 

The  work  plan  calls  for  increasing 
total  industrial  sales  from  SI. 8b.  in 


1983  to  S2b.  this  year.  The  increase 
in  sales  should  be  about  5  per  cent 
in  the  local  market;  but  exports 
should  increase  by  about  25  per 
cent,  from  J500  million  last  year  to 
S620m.  this  year.  Most  of  the 
growth  would  be  by  two  electronics 
firms,  Tadiran  and  Telrad. 

Koor  Industries  plans  to  invest  a 
total  of  S25Qra.  in  expansion  this 
year;  compared  to  5150m.  last  year. 
About  half  of  this  will  be  in 
electronics.  The  sum  of  530m.  will 
go  for  expanding  production  at 
Makhteshim  (insecticides,  etc.),  and 
S2Sm.  for  beginning  construction  of 
the  country's  fourth  cement  plant. 

Ten  new  plants  will  be  built  at  a 
total  cost  of  between  S60m.  and 
S70m.,  most  of  them  m  develop¬ 
ment  towns.  In  most  of  these  plants,, 
foreign  capital  from  the  U23.,  Bri¬ 
tain  and  West  Germany,  will  also  be 
invested,  for  a  total  of  about  S15m. 

Joe  Levy,  head  of  operations  con¬ 
trol.  noted  that  the  Labour  force 
will  remain  Sable  at  about  34,800 
persons,  although  more  people 
would  be  employed  in  electronics, 
fewer  in  glass,  ceramics  and  metals. 

Wages,  he  said,  were  today  at  the 
same  level  as  in  September,  1983, 
before  the  collapse,  of  the  bank 
shares.  Since  September,  1983  they 
had  been  eroded  by  up  to  18  per 
cent,  but  through  cost-of-living  al¬ 
lowances,  special  erosion  al¬ 
lowances  ,  etc.,  workers  recovered 
all  their  losses.

Kollek  said  the  economy  has  not 
been  in  such  a  state  since  1952.

QUESTION:  l  lam  the 

following  question  at  my  hank  and  did 
not  get  an  answer.  When  was  the  Ura 
replaced  by  the  shekel  and  how  many 
shekels  were  there  to  the  dollar  at  that 
time?  Also  why  was  it  spelled  with  a 
“q  and  not  a  k? 

ANSWER:  The  changeover  took 
place  on  October  1,  1981.  The  ex¬ 
change  rate  at  that  time  was  IS  15  to 
the  dollar.  The  Hebrew  Language 
Academy  decided  that  in  English 
the  new  currency  should  be  spelled 
with  a  q.  The  Jerusalem  Post, 
however,  spells  it -with  a  k. 

QUESTION:  I  am  faced  with  a 
number  of  options  for  paying  my 
municipal  taxes  (arnona).  Which 
method  is  the  most  economical? 

ANSWER:  The  options  include 
prepayment  of  the  full  tax  during 
April,  with  the  benefit  of  discounts 
of  between  15  and  2Q  per  cent.  In 
Tel  Aviv,  if  the  tax  is  paid  before  the 
end  of  May,  a  12.5  per  cent  reduc¬ 
tion  is  offered.'  Payment  can  also  be 
made  in  six  equal  monthly  or  bi¬ 
monthly  instalments.  If  payments 
are  made  through  a  standing  order 
at  the  bank,  they  are  Forwarded  at 
the  beginning  of  the  period,  while 
the  individual  may  time  his  pay¬ 
ments  for  the  end  of  each  two- 
month  period.  Calculations  show 
that  the  most  economic  method  is 
the  six  monthly  instalments.

QUESTION:  My  impression  b 
that  you  do  not  favour  investment  in 
government  index-linked  or  doUaidt 
linked  bonds.  If  I  am  correct,  please 
explain  your  position. 

ANSWER:  Last  week  we 

saw  the  phenomenon  of  Ihe  Bank  of 
Israel  issuing  Us  Gilboa  dollar- 
f inked  bond  at  93  per  cent  of  par 
value  to  make  it  more  attractive  to 
investors.  Only  a  few  years  ago  new 
bond  issues  were  being  brought  out 
at  103  or  104  per  cent  of  par. 
Nevertheless,  the  public  snapped  up 
the  new  issue  and  bidders  received 
only  one-third  of  their  orders. 

The  Bank  of  Israel,  at  one.  time  a 
major  critic  of  the  stabilization  of 
bank  shares,  now  docs  the  same 
thing  with  its  own  bonds. 

AD  indications  were  that  prior  to 
last  week’s  issue  of  the  Gilboa 
bonds,  it  was  the  Bank  or  Israel 
which  was  responsible  for  "if- 
"stabilization”  of  existing  issues. 
Since  the  new  Gilboa  bsue  was 
superior  m  some  aspects  to  the 
older  issues,  these  should  have 
fallen  sharply.  But  this  was  not  the 
case.  If  the  back  shares  could 
collapse  as  a  result  of  being 
stabilized,  it  is  not  all  that  far¬ 
fetched  to  assume  that  at  some 
point  in  the  future  this  could  abo  hap¬ 
pen  in  the  government  bond 
market.

THE  LIBERAL  PARTY,  that  apotheosis  of  political 
parasitism,  is  at  it  again  —  doing  what  it  does  best:  infighting. 

The  no.  1  spot  on  its  Knesset  list  —  deputy  prime  minister  if 
Likud  wins  the  elections  —  is  up  for  grabs,  and  three  Liberal 
luminaries.  Mr.  Yitzhak  Moda’i,  Mr.  Moshe  Nissim  and  Mr. 
Menahem  Savidor  are  lunging  for  it. 

The  internecine  factionalism  that  has  riven  this  party  in  re¬ 
cent  years  is  arcanely  incomprehensible  to  the  rest  of  the  na¬ 
tion.  Doctrinal  differences  between  the  groups  and  individuals 
are  either  entirely  absent,  or  of  no  importance  compared  to 
the  personal  rancours  and  rivalries. 

But  what  makes  the  Liberal  Party  such  a  remarkable 
phenomenon  in  Israeli  politics  is  its  fusion  of  monumental 
irrelevance  with  a  seemingly  unshakable  grip  on  prime 
political  pickings. 

The  looming  leadership  contest  is  an  arresting  illustration. 
No-one  in  the  Likud,  from  Prime  Minister  Shamir  down,  has 
sought  to  persuade  the  Liberals  to  desist,  as  Mr.  David  Levy 
was  pressed  and  importuned  to  desist  in  Herut,  in  the  interests 
of  unity.  This  is  because  everyone  knows  that  Liberal  unity 
would  make  precious  little  impact  on  the  broad  electorate, 
just  as  the  display  of  Liberal  disunity  barely  moves  the  general 
public. 

On  the  contrary,  perhaps,  a  good  fight  between  two  or  three 
evenly  matched  candidates  might  provide  some  transient 
spectator  interest  for  sporting  onlookers  who  have  been 
deprived  of  lusty  battles  in  Labour  and  Herut. 

Moreover,  the  vote-getting  potential  of  the  respective  can¬ 
didates  has  nowhere  been  invoked,  by  themselves  or  by  their 
supporters,  as  reason  to  support  one  or  other  of  them  in  the 
Liberal  Central  Committee.  This  is  because  everyone  knows 
that  the  Liberals  do  not  get  the  votes.  Herut  gets  the  votes, 
while  the  Liberals  get  an  inordinate  number  of  the  seats  in  an 
anachronistic  arrangement  that  seems  to  be  surviving  the 
passing  from  politics  of  the  leaders  who  transacted  it  almost 
two  decades  ago. 

The  advent  of  early  elections,  the  first  of  the  post-Begin  and 
post-Ehrlich/Rimalt  era,  has  evoked  only  the  most  per¬ 
functory  of  protests  from  Herut  ranks  over  the  apportioning 
of  seats,  so  disproportionate  to  real  political  strength. 

Granted,  the  question  “how  many  seats  would  the  Liberals 
win  if  they  ran  alone"  is  not  strictly  the  fair  test  of  their  worth 
in  the  Likud.  The  more  objective  criterion  is  “how  many 
Likud  voters  would  refuse  to  vote  Likud  if  the  Liberals  were 
not  in  there  alongside  Herut?" 

But  even  by  that  criterion  the  Liberals  seem  over-liberaily 
endowed. 

Premier  Shamir,  however,  for  whom  not  rocking  the  boat  is 
a  guiding  principle  in  political  life,  is  plainly  not  the  Likud 
leader  to  rectify  the  Herut-Liberal  imbalance.  And  thus  it  is 
that  two  Liberal  ministers  with  indifferent  cabinet  records  and 
scant  public  popularity  are  vying,  with  the  Knesset  Speaker, 
for  the  second  slot  on  the  Likud  list. 

Mr.  Nissim  is  a  mild-mannered  operative  under  whose 
stewardship  at  the  Justice  Ministry  the  Rule  of  Law  in  Israel 
has  suffered  serious  erosion. 

Mr.  Moda'i,  more  luminous  but  volatile  and  unpredictable, 
has  similarly  not  made  much  of  a  mark  as  a  minister. 

Ptrhaps  the  members  of  the  Liberal  Central  Committee 
would  do  well,  since  they  are  forced  to  make  a  choice,  to 
choose  the  dapper  Mr.  Savidor. 

He  at  any  rate,  for  all  his  posturing  and  rasping  arrogance, 
has  made  a  success  of  his  parliamentary  career. 

In  the  distant  past  he  dared  to  take  an  independent  line  on 
political  issues.  And  more  recently,  as  Speaker,  he  sought  with 
vigour  to  protect  constitutional  and  democratic  proprieties 
from  ominous  encroachments. 


Better  late  than  never 


THE  CABINET  deserves  to  be  commended  for  devoting 
close  to  three  hours  of  its  weekly  meeting  on  Sunday  to  a 
review  of  the  development  of  the  country’s  university  system 
over  the  next  five  years  and  its  current  financial  plight.  Rarely 
does  the  cabinet  set  aside  so  much  time  for  an  intensive  dis¬ 
cussion  of  domestic  issues  not  in  the  headlines  or  for  con¬ 
sideration  of  long-range  planning. 

But  the  ministers  were  about  a  year  too  late  in  directing 
their  attention  to  this  critical  issue.  For  it  was  then  that  the 
Treasury,  still  under  Mr.  Aridor.  began  its  guerrilla  warfare 
against  the  universities  by  holding  up  funds  due  them.  The 
Treasury  later  forced  the  universities  to  make  a  six  per  cent 
cut  in  this  year's  budget:  and  at  the  end  of  last  year,  now  with 
Cohen-Orgad  at  the  helm,  it  took  another  eight  per  cent  bite 
out  of  the  allocations  for  the  next  academic  year. 

All  this  occurred  amidst  the  repeated  warnings  by  the  heads 
of  the  universities  and  the  heads  of  the  Council  for  Higher 
Education  that  such  cuts  would  erode  the  standards  built  up  in 
the  universities  through  many  years  of  hard  effort.  The 
damage  done  by  wholesale  dismissals  of  young  faculty,  un¬ 
protected  by  tenure,  and  by  the  cutbacks  in  research  would 
take  many  years  to  repair,  they  asserted. 

The  cabinet  at  that  time  abdicated  its  responsibility  for  the 
long-range  welfare  of  higher  education,  with  some  of  its  more 
zealous  members,  like  Trade  Minister  Gideon  Patt,  making 
vulgar,  ill-informed  attacks  on  the  resources  devoted  to 
education  in  the  humanities.  ■ 

At  Sunday’s  meeting,  the  cabinet  had  an  opportunity  to 
clear  up  some  misconceptions  about  the  universities*  finan¬ 
cing  and  future  manpower  needs  when  it  heard  the  review  of 
the  situation  by  Prof.  Haim  Harari,  head  of  the  Council's 
Planning  and  Grants  Committee. 

The  decision  to  form  a  ministerial  committee  which  is  to 
make  recommendations  for  guiding  the  future  development  of 
the  country's  universities  gives  some  grounds  for  hope  that  the 
issue  will  not  recede  again  into  the  realm  of  neglect  and 
ignorance.

Freedom  from  fear

THE  DRIVING  force  behind  the 
troubles  in  Lebanon  is  fear.  The 
Christians  are  afraid  of  the 
Moslems,  the  Palestinians  and  the 
Druse.  The  Druse  are  afraid  of  the 
Christians  and  the  Moslems.  The 
Shiites  are  afraid  of  the  Israelis,  the 
Palestinians  and  the  Syrians.  The 
Palestinians  are  afraid  of  everybody 
including  themselves.  The  Israelis 
are  afraid  of  the  Syrians,  the  Palesti¬ 
nians  and  the  Russians.  The  Syrians 
are  afraid  of  the  Israelis,  the 
Americans  and  the  Christians. 
Some  of  these  fears  may  not  be 
realistic,  but  all  these  fears  are  real. 
In  an  area  with  a  history  of  mas¬ 
sacres  of  one  community  by 
another,  each  group  fears  the  next 
massacre  and  is  unwilling  to  accept 
any  compromise  or  make  any  con¬ 
cession  that  may  weaken  its 
defences.  The  best  defence  for  each 
group  is  to  have  its  own  militia  and 
be  prepared  to  strike  first. 

This  analysis  of  the  situation  in 
Lebanon  gives  the  key  to  the 
problems  of  the  Middle  East.  In 
World  War  II  the  Allies 
proclaimed  that  they  were  fighting 
for  Four  Freedoms.  In  the  Middle 
East  today  one  freedom  outweighs 
all  the  others:  Freedom  from  Fear. 
Until  there  is  freedom  from  fear, 
there  can  be  no  peace,  no  justice 
and  no  other  freedoms. 


The  Russians  had  their  own 
reasons  for  supporting  Israel  at  that 
time  and  did  not  care  about  the  sur¬ 
vival  of  the  Jewish  State.  In  the 
1950’s  the  Russians  turned  against 
Israel  and  armed  the  Arabs,  while 
Israel  turned  to  France  for  aid.  But 
after  the  Israelis  won  the  1956  and 
1967  wars  with  French  arms  and 
Mirage  aircraft,  the  French  turned 
against  Israel  and  armed  the  Arabs. 
Only  then  did  the  U.S.  begin  to  sup¬ 
ply  Israel  with  sophisticated  arms 
and  aircraft. 


THE  ISRAELIS  have  seen  one  bit¬ 
ter  experience  after  another,  as 
their  friends  from  the  last  war  give 
in  to  the  pressure  of  Arab  oQ  and 
turn  against  them  in  the  next  war. 
Every  sign  that  the  Americans  will 
follow  the  same  route  as  the  Rus¬ 
sians  and  the  French  arouses  fears 
in  Israel.  They  have  learned  to  fear 
being  abandoned  and  tend  to  de¬ 
pend  only  on  their  own  strength  for 
survival,  like  all  the  ethnic  militias 
in  Lebanon. 


Freedom  from  fear  is  also  the  key 
to  the  Palestine  problem.  There  can 
be  no  solution  until  both  the  Israelis 
and  Palestinians  have  freedom  from 
fear.  The  main  obstacle  to  Israeli 
concessions  on  the  Palestine 
problem  is  fear  for  the  survival  of 
Israel.  Israelis  remember  their  War 
of  Independence  in  1948,  when  the 
newborn  State  of  Israel  was  invaded 
by  mighLy  Arab  armies  on  all  sides 
and  was  almost  crushed.  The  U.S. 
had  supported  the  creation  of  Israel 
with  rhetoric  and  a  vote  at  the  UN 
but  then  gave  in  to  Arab  pressure, 
placed  an  embargo  on  the  shipment 
of  arms  to  the  tiny  new  state  and 
refused  to  help  it  repel  the 
onslaught  of  professionally  trained 
Arab  armies.  Without  Soviet  arms 
supplied  by  the  Czechs,  the  Israelii 
might  have  been  annihilated. 


An  American  administration  that 
makes  statements  opposing  Israeli 
settlements  on  the  West  Bank  and 
raising  the  issue  of  the  future  of 
Jerusalem  is  not  helping  to  solve  the 
Palestine  problem.  It  is  only  in¬ 
creasing  Israeli  fears  for  survival. 
Israel  will  see  this  as  further 
evidence  that  the  U.S.  is  a  helpless 
giant  puppet  whose  strings  are  being 
pulled  in  Saudi  Arabia  and  who  will 
again  be  useless  to  Israel  when  the 
chips  are  down  and  Israel's  survival 
is  really  threatened,  as  in  1948. 

Israeli  settlements  and  the  future 
of  Jerusalem  are  red  herrings  in  the 
present  situation.  They  are  not  life- 
and -death  issues.  The  real  issues  are 
the  survival  of  the  Israeli  and 
Palestinian  peoples  and  their  right 
to  live  in  their  land  without  fear  of 
being  massacred,  uprooted  or  left 
forever  to  being  ruled  by  another 
people.  In  a  land  where  massacres 
and  senseless  killing  are  part  of 
every-day  reality,  everyone  has  the 
fear  that  he  and  his  family  may  be 
the  victims  of  the  next  wave  of 
senseless  killing.  Establishing 
freedom  from  fear  of  massacres 


comes  before  other  issues. 

Settlements  built  in  haste  today 
can  be  moved  tomorrow,  as  we  have 
seen  in  Sinai.  Victims  of  massacres 
are  dead  forever.  The  status  of 
Jerusalem  cannot  be  discussed 
rationally  before  the  principal  fears 
have  been  allayed  and  the  people 
involved  feel  secure  that  they  will 
not  be  refugees  or  victims  of  mas¬ 
sacres  tomorrow.  Once  the  fears  are 
reduced,  there  are  many  options 
open- for  negotiating  an  acceptable 
solution  for  Jerusalem  in  a  spirit  of 
good  will  and  compromise. 

The  Camp  David  agreement  and 
the  Israeli-Egyptian  peace  treaty 
were  great  break-throughs  in  the 
struggle  for  freedom  from  fear.  To¬ 
day  the  Egyptian  people  no  longer 
fear  that  the  powerful  Israeli  arm 
will  come  marching  tomorrow  inlo- 
Cairo  and  proclaim  an  empire  from 
the  Nile  to  the  Euphrates.  The 
Israeli  people  no  longer  fear  that 
the  Egyptian  array  will  come 
marching  tomorrow  into  Tel  Aviv 
after  destroying  the  Israeli  army  in  a 
surprise  attack  and  push  all  the 
Israelis  into  the  sea.  They  may  still 
feel  uneasy  about  whether  this  is 
really  peace,  but  they  no  longer  fear 
a  surprise  attack  tomorrow. 


TO  AN  objective  observer  the  feara 
on  both  sides  may  seem  outlandish 
and  ridiculous.  Israel  had  no  inten¬ 
tions  of  conquering  Egypt  or  sub¬ 
jugating  the  ^jyptian  people.  But  to 
the  people  living  in  Egypt  these 
fears  were  very  real.  To  the  people 
living  in  Israel  the  fears  of  an  Egyp¬ 
tian  attack  were  also  very  real,  even 
though  Israel  has  built  up  its 
strength  since  1948,  and  its  position 
is  now  very  different.  The  Yom  Kip- 
pur  war  showed  that  Israel’s  army 
was  sufficiently  strong  to  repel  any 
surprise  attack  from  Egypt.  But 
Israelis  still  remember  that  the 
Egyptians  had  indeed  tried  .to  push 
Israel  into  the  sea  in  1948  and  nearly 
succeeded. 

No  progress  toward  any  settle¬ 
ment  could  be  made  by  dismissing 
the  fears  on  either  side  as 
ridiculous.  An  outsider  can  easily  be 
convinced  that  these  'catastrophes 


THE  ROSENBERG  CASE

Sir,  —  A  congressional  commit¬ 
tee  is  about  to  consider  appointing  a 
commission  of  inquiry  into  the  con¬ 
troversial  case  of  Julius  and  Ethel 
Rosenberg  which  culminated  with 
their  electrocution  in  June  1953. 
The  call  for  the  inquiry  commission 
is  based  on  proof  of  “wholly 
reprehensible”  prosecution  con¬ 
duct,  FBI  violations  and  ir¬ 
regularities,  judicial  bias,  un¬ 
precedented  and  inordinate 
sentences,  the  McCarthyism  which 
prevailed  during  that  Korean¬ 
wartime  trial,  and  the  failure  of  the 
Supreme  Court  to  review  “the  case 
oF  the  century.” 

David  Twersky’s  review  of  The 
Rosenberg  File  in  your  February  3 
magazine  was  diasppointing 
because  authors  and  reviewer 
wrongfully  “found”  Julius  guilty.  In 
democratic  societies,  defendants 
are  presumed  innocent  until  found 
guilty  —  in  a  fair  trial.  The  authors 
showed  the  gross  unfairness  of  the 
trial. 

The  authors'  speculation  about 
Rosenberg's  guilt  is  just  that  —  not 
proof,  but  anti-Communist  specula¬ 
tion  —  without  documentation,  cor¬ 
roboration  or  circumstantial 
evidence.  It  is  based  largely  on 
the  belief  in  Rosenberg's  guilt,  25 
years  after  the  executions,  by  two 
anonymous  communist  lawyers  and 
several  ex-party  officials,  none  of 
whom  had  any  personal  knowledge 
of  the  Rosenbergs  or  any 
knowledge  of  their  guilt  or  in¬ 
nocence.  Such  belief  is  no  proof  at 
all.

But 
that  in  no  way  detracts  from  the 
need  for  a  full  commission  of  in¬ 
quiry  into  the  entire  case  to  es¬ 
tablish,  once  and  for  all,  not  only 
the  guilt  or  innocence  of  the 
Rosenbergs,  but  the  exact  roles  of 
Judge  Kaufman,  the  prosecution 
team,  the  defence  lawyer,  the 
Justice  Department  and  the  FBI.

Sir.  —  My  electricity  bill  for 
December  and  January  included 
IS54 15.60,  payable  January  17,  on 
account  of  electric  current  to  be 
used  during  the  .subsequent  two 
months.

On  January  17,  the  US  dollar  was 
quoted  as  IS  116.  On  March  16,  the 
rate  was  IS  146,  that  is  a  loss  of  ap¬ 
proximately  20  per  cent.  Thus,  1  am 
forced  to  pay  ror  services  to  be 
rendered  in  the  future,  have  to  give 
the  I.E.C.  an  interest-free  loan  and 
lose  money  into  the  bagain.  I 
believe  that,  ia  future,  we  should  be 
credited  not  with  the  amount  of  the 
advance  payment,  but  with  the 
number  of  kilowatts  the  advance 
payment  would  have  bought  at  the 
date  of  payment. 

And  speaking  of  advance  pay¬ 
ments,  I  think  it  would  only  be  fair  if 
employees  of  the  I.E.C.  “loan”  their 
company  the  same  advance  for 
power  to  be  consumed  as  we  do.  If 
they  don’t  pay  for  their  electricity, 
they  should  at  least  participate  in 
part  of  the  burden  we  consumers 
have  to  carry.

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obviously  cannot  happen,  but  this  is 
not  enough.  The  impossibilily  of 
these  catastrophes  must  also  be  ob¬ 
vious  to  the  people  who  have  to  live 
with  these  fears.  The  Gamp  David 
negotiations  dealt  with  these  fears 
and  found  solutions  to  allay  them. 

The  success  of  the  Camp  David 
agreement  and  the  peace  treaty 
results  from  the  recognition  of 
reality  and  the  stabilization  of  the 
peace  by -a  realistic  system  of 
checks  and  balances.  There  is  no 
reliance  on  paper  guarantees,  which 
everyone  knows  are  worthless.  Con¬ 
ditions  are  set  up  so  that  each  aide 
has  much  to  lose  and  little  to  gain  by 
violating  the  treaty.  Keeping  the 
peace  is  in  the  national  interest  of 
both  sides.  Peaceful  construction  in 
the  sensitive  areas  builds  invest¬ 
ments  for  peace;  all  tins  will  be  lost 
if  there  are  hostilities,  no  matter 
who  wins. 

As  long  as  the  provisions  of  the 
treaty  are  observed,  neither  side  is 
in  a  military  position  to  mount  a 
massive  surprise  attack  on  the 
other.  The  enormous  movement  of 
heavy  equipment  across  the  desert 
necessary  to  cause  a  real  threat  is 
not  possible  over  night.  Any  viola¬ 
tions  of  the  treaty  are  noted,  and  if 
they  are  not  properly  corrected,  the 
other  side  has  the  time  and  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  build  up  Its  strength  before 
real  danger  develops.  . 

There  are  always  extremists  who 
have  grandiose  aims  like  creating  an 
Israeli  empire  or  pushing  all  the 
Jews  into  the  sea.  But  the  rileat  ma¬ 
jority  are  not  ready  to  make  peat 
sacrifices  for  these  grandiose  aims, 
as  long  as  they  are  well  enough  off 
and  have  something  to  lose.  In  a 
dictatorship  the  extremists  can  seize 
control  and  force  the  silent  majority 
to  accept  their  cause.  But  in  a 
democracy,  where  extremists  can¬ 
not  use  force,  they  can  influence  the 
silent  majority  by  playing  on  fean. 
If  the  silent  majorities  are  free  from 
fear,  they  will  not  be  easily  in¬ 
fluenced  by  the  extremists. 

Today  Israel  is  ruled  by  a  party 
which  was  democratically  elected 
and  which  opposes  giving  up  any  Of 
the  territory  Inhabited  by  Palesti¬ 
nian  Arabs  in  the  ,West  Bank  and 
Gaza  Strip.  They  carry  the  silent 
majority  along  with  this  policy 
because  of  the  fear  that  giving  up 
territory  threatens  security.  The 
main  opposition  party  favours  ter¬ 
ritorial  concessions  for  peace.  The 
silent  majority  will  support  the 
hard-liners  as  long  as  they  are 
motivated  primarily  fay  fear.

The  Palestinian  fean  must  idsobc 
considered  in  depth.  But  this  re¬ 
quires  Palestinian  representatives 
ready  to  state  clearly  what  they  real¬ 
ly  want  and  what  they  really  fear. 
Propaganda  statements  in  the  war 
of  irrelevant  rhetoric  may  impress 
Americans  Bad  Europeans  but  lead 
nowhere  In  the  solution  of  the  red 
problem.  Both  sides  must  abanfin 
the  war  of  words  aimed  at  influenc¬ 
ing  some  external  power  to  put 
pressure  on  the  other  tide.  Progress 
can  come  only  when  representatives 
on  both  sides  understand  the  real 
fears  of  the  other  side  and  wort 
hard  to  negotiate  a  constructive 
solution,  which  addresses  these 
fears.  Freedom  from  fear  through 
checks  and  balances  is  the  key  to 
-Middle  East  peace.
